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New Move 
Ahead In 
Cold War 


Spring Offensive 
By Communists 
Is Expected by 
Officials of U. S.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28— 


(XP) — A new Russian-Com- 
munist spring offensive in 
the cold war is now expected 
by many informed Washing- 
ton officials. 


Whether the main move wil 


come in southeast Asia, the Mid- 
dle East or central Europe is not 
predicted. But some authorities 
believe the planning of strategy 
may be an important item in the 
current prolonged Moscow meet- 
ing of the leaders of Red China 
and Russia. 


This view is reportedly held 


even by those who contend, along 
with Secretary of State Achcson 
that Russia is alienating the Chin- 
ese by taking over huge areas of 
northern China. The assumption 
is that the conflict between Rus- 
sia and China will develop slowly 
while their common interest in 
spreading Communist power is 
already^ full grown. 


State department .experts ap- 


• pear divided on the question of 
what forces actually are most im- 
portant in Russian policy at the 
moment. They seek a common de- 
nominator for a wide range of 
action. 
including 
the 
Soviet 


squeeze on Western transport in 
Germany, Bulgaria's recent de- 
mand for withdrawal of the Am- 
erican minister at Sofia, the pres- 
sures on Americans in China, and 
the casual way in which the Chin- 
ese Communists have turned their 
backs 
pretty 
generally on the 


whole West. : 
Not Fully Clear Or Intent 
Some of these example are not 


clear cut as to intent. The Bul- 
garian move, for example, was in- 
terpreted a week ago as.an effort 
to force all American representa- 
tives out of the country. Then the 
United States told the Bulgarians 
it would withdraw all its repre- 
sentatives if they forced through 
Minister Don Heath's 
removal. 


The Bulgarians have been think- 
ing that 'one over for a week and 
perhaps seeking Moscow's advice 
so the evidence is that they may 
be reluctajit to force a complete 
diplomatic break. 


But on the broad scene of Com- 


munist-Russian pushing and prob- 
ing at many points around the 
cold war front, some officials here 
believe the indication is this: 


That an important driving force 


in present Russian policy is a tre- 
mendous sense of triumph born 
out of the victory in'China. By 
this line of reasoning Russia is 
now primarily interested in keep- 
ing the influence of world Com- 
munism rolling forward. 
Fear Of Titois.m 
Most officials, however, seem 


persuaded that in spite of their 
Communist victory in China the 
Russians are motivated mainly by 
fear of Titoism. In this view, their 
greatest concern now is to wipe 
out Tito, tighten constantly their 
control 
over Eastern 
European 


satellites and fasten their author- 
ity firmly over the Communist 
leaders of China. 


Either of the theories, or a com- 


bination of both, leads to a fore- 
cast of aggressive Russian action 
in the months immediately ahead 
—rather than to any new hopes 
for easing the world into a cold 
war truce. 


This has an important bearing 


on such matters as the much dis- 
cussed possibility of reaching an 
atomic bomb control agreement in 
the 
United 
Nations, 
now that 


inanfacture of a hydrogen bomb 
is spoken of as "possible. 


While the state department has 


considered putting out diplomatic 
feelers to the Russians on this is- 
sue, the department's experts feel 
that with 
the 
Soviet's thinking 


dominated cither by fears of Tito- 
ism or hopes of new conquests, 
the Kremlin is not likely to be 
the market for a truce with the 
west—especially one that would 
require ripping large holes in the 
iro" curtain.

ing in Uniontown, Pa. 


'John Ozanich, president of the 


local, drew cheers and shouts 
approval from more than 1,000 of 
his diggers. 


He said there will be no work 


until they get a contract that wil 
permit them to work five days a 
week. 


John L. Lewis now has the 


miners on a three day week. 


Ozanich declared: 
"The men are going to stay out 


That's all there is to it."

Ozanich said these reports are

friction." 


"We do not shun discussion of 


disagreement. 
We 
welcome 
it. 


Because, out of the friction of in- 
tellectual processes, there finally 
comes a consensus of public op- 
inion which has a right to control 
the deliberations of those who 
represent, or claim to represent, 
the people of our country." 


At the same time, the text had 


no mention of civil rights.

aerial search ever conducted 
for a missing plane in the 
north. 


Search headquarters here said 


tonight a report of-a plane being 
sighted Thursday, followed by a 
dull thud, was being checked. The 
report -was that a ranger saw a 
plane flying at about 6,000 feet 
and heard the thud after it flew_ 
out of sight. The exact area was 
not indicated in the report. 


While 40 planes were report- 


ed in the large scale hunt over 
the frigid Yukon 'territory 'and 
northern British Columbia, others 
w'ere moving up from air fields 
as distant as California and Te'xas. 


Trained 
paratroopers 
were 


standing by. at Lowry field, at 
Denver, to jump 
to 
the 
spot 


where the C-54 may be found 
down. There was little hope that 
it could have avoided a disastrous 
crash in the rugged 
northern 


terrain. Weather kept the para- 
troopers • from flying

Great 


Falls, Mont., which is the base of 
statewide operations.

Princess Alexandra Victoria o 


Schlcswig 
Holstein-Gluecksburg 


is so broke she even^ has trouble 
getting enough coal for the tin} 
stove in her cluttered little trailer 


But at 62, her ambition is to 


tour the United States in her 
trailer—"just like I did when 
was young." 


"All I need." she adds, "is to 


earn enough money." 


Although 
the 
daughter of a 


duke and the wife (divorced) of 
a royal prince, Alexandra has 
lived an independent, most un- 
royal life since the first work 
war. She concedes her Bohemiar 
ways have shocked her royal.rela- 
tives. 


Likes America 
"That's one reason I want to 


go back to America," she says 
"There one can do what one likes 
Here people are always shocked.' 


The princess was born in a 


castle in the north German state 
of Schleswig Holstetn, daughter 
of Duke Friedricr Ferdinand o 
Schleswig Holstein-Gluecksburg. 


She married the late 
Prince 


August Wilhclm of Prussia, fourth 
son of Kaiser Wilhelm II, in 1908 
They had one son, Prince Alex- 
ander Ferdinand of Prussia, bu 
their marriage ended in divorce 
in 1920. Her second marriage, to 
former naval commander Arnolc 
Kuemann, also ended in divorce 
a few years later. 


Since then, she said, "I have 


earned virtually all my own way.' 


Her hobby was painting. So 


she turned professional. She turn- 
ed out pictures by the dozens 
both portraits and landscapes. She 
even sold them herself. 


Toured State* 
In 1926 she went to the U.S 


and toured most of the 48 states 
in a trailer, making her way from 
town to town painting pictures 
and selling them. 


In 1932 she returned to Ger- 


many. When the war came, she 
was living in Berlin. She Jtled that 
city during its aerial bombard- 
ment, and moved her 
precious 


paintings to what she thought was 
safety in the rural home of a 
brother. 


She 
didn't 
move 
them 
far 


enough. 
The Russians occupied 


that area, "and I lost everything." 
she lamented. 
"Even my little 


bank account in Berlin is still 
blocked. I've had to start all over 
again." 


The princess has lived constant- 


ly in her trailer the last two 
years, moving from one free park- 
ing site to another. 


It's 
a small trailer, only 15 


feet long. It is heated by a tiny 
stove—when she can afford fuel 
—and she does her own cooking 
on a little gas burner. 


Too Crowded 
It's a bit crowded, with her 


easel always taking up one end 


of the trailer and her beloved 
dog, Falk, sharing the quarters. 


When she needed medical treat- 


merit 'for her arthritic knee, she 
parked her trailer (free) in the 
backyard of a Wiesbaden' hospital 
on the 
chilly mid-winter 
day 


when she talked to a reporter 
she had only paper to burn in 
her stove. 


But she was stiil cheerful and 


making plans for the.future. 


"I've 
been just as broke in 


America," she said. "I've seen the 
times there when I lived on hot 
dogs. I'll get back to America yet. 
All I need is to earn enough 
money."

DURANGO, Colo.—A once-cel- 


ebrated 
boundary 
dispute 
that 


might have easily become a full- 
scale shootin' war of the frontier 
a century ago, will probably be 
settled "peaceful-like" by next 
summer. 


But it has been so long since 


the case was a prime issue that 
it's hard to find anyone who itill 
remembers what it was all about. 


It involves the exact location 


of the boundary between Colo- 
rado and New Mexico. 


The line runs through des- 


erts, lush plateaus and virtu- 
ally 
inaccessible 
mountain 


rangres. For^ many miles only 
a mountain* goat can reach it 
easily. 
But from the stand- 


point of legal jurisdictions 
and the landholdings of prop- 
erty owners, it's a vital bor- 
der. 
New Mexico had the idea that 


Colorado was encroaching on its 
territory and went to the Supreme 
Court of the United States on Oct. 
29, 1919, in an attempt to force 
the Coloradoans to play in their 
own back yard. 


The trouble stemmed from the 


fact that the books placed the 
line along the 37th parallel of 
north latitude. 
But the line, as 


marked, dipped south in many 
spots. 
It went into what New 


Mexico considered its preserve as 
deep as 20 miles in some places: 


IT was 
1925 before 
the 


court handed down a decision. 
New Mexico lost. The court 
ordered a remarking of the 
boundary as run in the orig- 
inal 1868 survey. Where no 
record existed in the 1868 
survey, the line was to follow 
retracing^ of 1869 and 1900. 
•A Colorado-New Mexico bound 


ary commission was set up I 
resurvey the line and put in pci 
manent markers. 
Alfred D. Kic 


der, Terrc Haute, Ind., an engi 
neer with the general land offic 
at that time, was named bound 
ary commissioner by the court. 


That started a 25 year long 


parade of pack mules, sur- 
veyors and monument build- 
ers—all working at the ex- 
pense of Colorado and New 
Mexico. 
They've resurveyed 


308 miles of the border, and 
plan to finish the last 27 
miles next summer. To date 
it has cost Colorado and New 
Mexico $15,950.88.

Troubled by flat 
cakes, 
porous 


muffins and other disagreeable 
kitchen symptoms? 


Better check up on your meas- 


uring cups. Also your teaspoons 
and tablespoons. 


Many of them, despite clear 


markings and stamps, are inaccu- 
rate. It's an alibi for kitchen fail- 
ures which has been almost com- 
pletely overlooked. 
And- it's a 


situation to investigate before you 
start complaining about the flour, 
or the baking powder, the stove or 
any of the ingredients. 


Not all kitchen measuring uten- 


sils are inaccurate. At least three 
manufacturers—two of aluminum 
and 
one 
of glass—make proud 


boasts of having correct measure- 
ments, clearly labeled. 
Hard to Tell 
The trouble is it's hard to tell 


when a measuring utensil is off. 
Recent informal tests of measur- 
ing cups showed some of them to 
be as much as one-third off, ei- 
ther oversize or on the skimpy 
side. Three out of four were in- 
accurate. 
Any of 
these 
faulty 


measures is capable of ruining 
any number of carefully com- 
pounded dishes. 


Food manufacturers have been 


aware of this situation for a long 
time—and also of the housewife's 
habit, of using any handy piece of 
flat silver to measure quantities. 
In an effort to make recipes fool- 
proof, - some concerns have been 
providing their own measures. 


Manufacturers 
of 
unflavored 


gelatine usually packaged exact 
quantites of their product in in- 
dividual envelopes. 
Each enve- 


lop eis designed to be combined 
with a pint of water to make a 
gelatin food of the proper con- 
sistency. 
Of course, even this 


plan can be thrown out ot gear 
if the water measure is too far 
out of line. 
Fudge Mix 
A fudge mix includes a paper 


measurer, properly marked, in 
each 
preparation. 
A 
prepared 


dessert mix does the same thing. 
Almost all the mixes, from cake 
to hot breads, try hard to avoid 
having the housewife do any mea- 
suring. 
The usual line begins: 


"Empty the contents of this pack- 
age into . . ." 


The effort is to make cooking as 


near foolproof as possible. 
But 


the American Home Economics 
Association, composed largely of 
professionals engaged 
in 
recipe 


developing and new food prepara- 
tions, is now trying to standardize 
measurements 
and 
persuade 


manufacturers of such utensils to 
standardize their products. 


Most 
manufacturers 
h a v e 


agreed to the program, and pretty 
soon we'll be setting the reassur- 
ing words: "This is within stand- 


ard measurements" 
printed 
on 


kitchen tools. 
Can't Be Sure ' 
But until then, how can we be 


sure? 
One food laboratory ad- 


vises 
housewives 
to take their 


cups and spoons to the local drug- 
gist for a test. 


This is a bit impractical because 


a chemist's teaspoon is smaller 
than the • household measure. 
To 


a druggist compounding a cough 
medicine, it takes four teaspoons 
to make one tablespoon. 
In the 


housewife's lexicon 
three teas- 


poons equals one tablepoon. But 
to both of them, a tablespoon 
equals a half ounce. 


If you want a workable test 


for the accuracy of kitchen meas- 
uring .utensils, all you need is 
some tap water, an eye dropper 
(already standardized), and a lit- 
tle patience. 


Take your teaspoon and fill it 


drop by drop, counting all the 
while. 
If it is brimful after '80 


drops, your measuring teaspoon is 
afirly accurate. 
Three of these 


accurate teaspoons will fill an 
accurate 
tablespoon. 
And

Home economists place some 


very unpleasant results directly at 
the door of inaccurate measures. 
Too much soda gives an unpleas- 
ant taste; too much baking pow- 
der will make a cake airy and 
collapsible; too little and it doesn't 
rise. Cream sauce can be ruined 
by bad measurements, 
because 


added liquid can result in flour 
lumps. 
Coffee can be weak, or 


strong as lye (coffee firms have 
put their own spoon on the mar- 
ket just to avoid this situation).

NEW YORK, Jan. 29—(/P)—"No- 


body can bo classified as the first 
violinist in the world," says Fritz 
Kreisler. 


The man who, In practically 


everyone's opinion, is himself the 
first violinist in the world, goes 
on to explain: 


"There isn't any one most beau- 


tiful woman in the world, either, 
and there isn't one pair of most 
beautiful legs in the world." 


These examples might not oc- 


cur to the average man within a 
week of his 75th birthday, but 
Kreisler, who will be 75 next 
Thursday, is not average. Though 
his hair is white and his iace 
sensitively lined, he is as erect 
and square-shouldered as when 
he served as an Army officer in 
Austria, his native land, nearly 
40 years ago. He talks with the 
eager conviction of a young man 
who has ideas and believes in 
them and intends to put them 
across. 


No Such One 
For instance, the "first violin- 


ist" idea. A "first violinist1' would 
be the one who is best at inter- 
preting every kind of music and 
achieving every kind of effect. 
There isn't such a one; there is 
only a best for Bach, or a best 
for Beethoven. 


Kreisler 
finds 
the 
present 


violinist too often makes his suc- 
cess out of what he is publicized 
as being, sometimes regardless of 
what he actually is. Today it's 
"box office," he complains. "The 
box office never exerted so much 
influence. The musician is judged 
not on what he can do, but on 
his drawing power." 


Talk with Kreisler for an hour 


and you get about 30 minutes' 
worth of the perfect past and as 
much more of the imperfect pres- 
ent. Stateliest, courtliest figure H 
the concert world, and undoubt- 
edly the most beloved, he has 
been tucking a violin under his 
chin for three score years and 
ten, but he has been looking at 
the world around him, too. He 
Is not, however, nostalgic, but 
critical and factual. 


Had Happy Life 
"I have had a very happy life," 


he says enthusiastically, speaking 
with perhaps a trace of accent 
but with the scholar's ample 
vocabulary and careful choice of 
words. "There have been ups and 
downs, I have lived through wars 
and depressions and catastrophes, 
but it has been very happy." 


He has been at death's door 


several times, in particular from 
a World War I wound and a 1941 
traffic accident. He has been sub- 
jected to sharp criticism by some 
Americans who did not want to 
hear him, an ex-enemy com- 
batant, right after the first war, 
and by some people In'the music 
world who did not like the way 
he passed off as transcriptions 
some compositions of his own. 


Though he achieved a notable 


artistic success when he was 10, 
and sustained it, he was well over 
40 before he "earned a good liv- 
ing" as a violinist. "I am sorry 
when I hear a young artist sud- 
denly becoming rich. Wealth and 
lack of worry are bad for an 
artist." He recalls that poets Ver- 
laine 
and 
Mallarme, 
violinist 


Ysaye and composer Brahms often 
had no money in their pockets. 
He believes in "La Boheme." 
"Poverty gave the artist an aura 
of excitement and romance." 


A Wonderful Wife 
"The most important iactor" in 


his life has been Harriet Lies 
to whom he was married in 1901. 
"My wonderful wife has also been 
my critic and friend. We have 
never been bored with each other 
She tries to keep me from ab- 
sentmindedly wearing gray pants 
with my dress suit, as I have 
done. She puts my papers in 
order." 


He thinks there are too many 


violinists now, too many con- 
servatories, too many halls-for- 
hire, too many "crazy mothers' 
who drive their sons into careers 
for which they are not fitted. But 
if a boy must be a violinist 
Kreisler has this tentative advice: 


He shouldn't practice too much; 


a man plays "up here," says 
Kreisler tapping his head; and 
to limber up his fingers before 
the concert he can simply soak 
them in warm water. He shouldn't 
have a teacher after he's 13 or 
14. ... 
Kreisler stopped lessons 


at 12. He doesn't need to worry 
about the size and shape of his 
fingers. 


Never Stop Learning 
One teacher alone imposes him- 


self too much, Kreisler believes, 
though a man must be learning 
all the time, as Kreisler has 
learned, even from a street fid- 
dler. He remembers Joachim tell- 
ing his students that he did nol 
like a vibrato. "But Joachim had 
long and spindly lingers. With 
such 
fingers you can't get a 


vibrato, anyway." He held out hi-; 
fingers, short, with broad, flat 
ends, almost stubby. "In that mass 
of nerve ends you get a vibrato, 
that's where the strength and 
vigor lie." He added: 


"I have been criticized for be- 


ing off pitch. I can't always get 
there broad 
finger 
ends 
close 


enough together on the strings lor 
a semitone." 


He plays less than he used to. 


though now i: is occasionally 
where 
the 
audience 
is 
much 


larger, for since 1944 he has con- 
sented to broadcast. He still has 
ideas for compositions to increase 
the memorable list including "The 
Old Refrain," "Schoen Rosmarin," 
"Caprice Viennois," "Liebesfreud," 


'Liebesleid." 
He also did the 


music for "Apple Blossoms," in 
1919. 
Sold His Stradivarlus 
Recently he sold his stradi- 


varius, the "Earl of Plymouth." 
He has 
disposed of his large 


library tor the benefit of the sick 
and needy. 


"Old age is a sickness," he ad- 


mits, with a shake of his head. 
'I keep on playing not for the 
money, but out of an impulse. But 
[ have the feeling that I stand 
in the way of the younger genera- 
lion. Every time 1 have a concert, 
some one else does not." 


The younger generation dis- 


agrees. It is, in fact, rallying to 
lonor him at a birthday-eve din- 
ner sponsored by the musicians 
emergency fund, which originated 
during the depression and has 
been supported heavily by the 
Kreislers. Mrs. Lytell Hull is 
president. Nathan- Milstein heads 
a committee of a handful of "first 
violinists in the world" planning 
lor the dinner and program.

Smith, 


Topeka, Kas., and Dayton, Ohio) 
While at Fort Smith, his club be- 
came the first of the Cardinals' 
chain of minor league clubs to de- 
velop major league players:

ed Harper as assistant in charge of 
concessions at parks where Card- 
inal farm clubs played.

written last month by Col. Bab- 
cock to one of their two married 
daughters. The letter read in 
part: 
"It is true that I,am not di- 


vorced and not remarried."

might try for divorce when he 
returned to the United States, 
but was not sure. 


"I am the real Mrs. Babcock,1 


the New London resident said 
"He has been married to me for 
nearly 34 years."

Liberty In Exile 


Since the Iron Curtain descended on the once- 


free nations of Eastern Europe a steady trickle 
of political refugees has been coming into the 
United States. Some had important positions 
in their governments; some were intellectuals 
who sought freedom from the stifling blanket 
of thought-control in the Communist state; most 
have left their native countries in fear for their 
lives. The United States has given them sanc- 
tuary. 


But sanctuary is not enough. These political 


and intellectual leaders must live; and their 
talents and specialized knowledge must be 
utilized. To this end, a group of public-spirited 
citizens of national and international reputa- 
tion—including Allen W. Dulles, Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, 
Mark Ethridge, William Green, 


Joseph Grew and Charles P. Taft—have formed 
a National Committee for Free Europe, which 
is now seeking funds. It has been organized 
primarily to assist leading non-Communist and 
non-Fascist refugees from the six Eastern Euro- 
pean states of Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Hun- 
gary, Poland, Rumania and Yugoslavia. It has 
the State Department's hearty endorsement. 


The Committee proposes to help these leaders 


in various ways: (1) to maintain themselves 
in useful occupations such as teaching and re- 
search, at the same time increasing knowledge 
in this country of the nations from which they 
have come; (2) to put them in touch with key 
segments of the American public, such as labor, 
farm, university, and civic groups, through lec- 
ture engagements and dissemination of pamph- 
lets; (3) to develop contact, by radio and the 
printed word, with their fellow-citizens beyond 
the curtain in order 'to keep alive the ideals 
of individual and national •freedom." Part of 
'thjs ambitious program is already under way. 
For example, a dozen exiled jurists are now 
at the Library of Congress analyzing laws and 
decrees from Eastern Europe which, for lack 
of staff, have been piling up unexamined. 


In aiding these leaders "in their peaceful 


efforts to prepare the way for the restoration 
in Eastern Europe of the social, political and 
religious liberties in which they and we be- 
lieve," the Committee is performing an impor- 
tant service to the refugees, to their peoples, 
to the United States—and to the cause of free- 
dom throughout the world.

A Kiss for Darby

WASHINGTON —A trim, broad-shouldered 


man—he looked like a college football coach- 
breezed into the President's room back of the 
Senate chamber. Seeing a familiar face, he 
waved his hand cheerfully and boomed "Hi 
there!" 


The voice echoed in the small, hushed room 


like a hiccup in a library. Ushers glanced up, 
startled. The big man looked abashed, like a 
kid caught stealing an apple. He said: "Doggone, 
I'm always forgetting I'm not out there on the 
Kansas prairie." 


This was Harry Darby, the new senator from 


Kansas, who is as earthy as the rich -soil of 
his state and crammed with what the folks 
back home call' "horse sense." He brings to 
the Republican caucus a philosophy as fresh 
and invigorating as a west wind. He tells it 
a little apologetically, as if he'd been told a 
freshman senator ought to keep his nose wiped 
and his mouth shut. 
For Little Businessman 
"I don't agree with all those who say the 


country's going to the bow-wows," Darby says. 
"It hasn't. This is still the land of opportunity, 
or at least it is in Kansas. We must show the 
young fellows they can go into business for 
themselves and make a go of it. We've got to 
understand their problems and protect them 
from monopoly. I say help the little fellow in 
business. The big guy can take care of him- 
self." 


Of Republican policy, the new senator sug- 


gests: 


"There's no sense in saying everything the 


Democrats have done is wrong. Instead, we 
could look at ii this way—there's been a trial 
run for many reforms. Let's keep what is good 
and knock the bugs out of the ones that failed. 
For the future, let's see what we need and 
go ahead as fast as we can afford it. We must 
start paying our way without borrowing from 
tomorrow'. That isn't fair to the young fellows." 


A political party or bloc, the handsome and 


husky Kansas surmises, "can get to be like an 
old man. He doesn't go out and see people 
any more, and he gets arrogant and shrivels up." 


Harry Darby likes people. That is easy to 


tell from his warm handshake, and the big 
kick he sets out of sitting down and talking. 
The Senate reminds him of his Phi Delt chapter 
at the University of Illinois. With a grin of 
pleasure at the recollections, Darby says: 


"They came from all backgrounds and walks 


of life. We'd argue like hell among ourselves. 
But we'd stick up for a brother through thick 
and thin down on the campus. The Senate is 
like that." 


Background of Service 
The senator, and the title still awes him, 


is going back to Kansas, his factories and his 
800 acres of farmland in January, 1951. He 
was appointed by the governor when Senator 


Clyde Reed, Darby's old friend, died. Off and 
on for the last twenty-one years, Harry Darby 
has taken dips into government. He regards it 
as an education for himself and a privilege. 


"If you want good government," he says 


stoutly, "you've got to do more than mark 
your ballot every two years." 


Senator Darby has a record of public service 


as long as his arm—Boy Scouts, 4-H clubs, 
Community Chest—but his best measure is the 
way fellow Kansans swear by him. A few days 
ago he came out of the Senate to talk to some 
reporters. Seeing Doris Fleeson, the columnist 
and a Kansan, he shouted a whoop of delight. 
Doris •flew across the room and gave him a 
big kiss. Some of the reporters tittered. 


Doris turned, faced them, and said indig- 


nantly: 


"Why shouldn't I kiss him? He's my senator!" 


U. S. Should Take Lead 
In Ending Boycott of Spain 


By Bruce Biossat 


There is admirable frankness in Secretary of 


State Acheson's bald admission that for some 
time the United States has been pursuing a 
basically unwise and unrealistic policy toward 
Spain. The acknowledgment is, however, rather 
belated. 


In the fiAt positive official declaration on 


Spain in many months, Acheson described as 
a definite mistake the 1946 decision of the 
United Nations to boycott the Franco govern- 
ment diplomatically. This country joined in that 
action. 


The secretary declared the U. S. would back 


any move in the UN to reverse that decision. 
But he insisted we wouldn't send an ambassador 
to Spain without UN approval. He said we sup- 
ported the boycott for two reasons: To promote 
harmony within the UN General Assembly, and 
to help force Franco out of power. 


No doubt the goal of harmony—at least with 


other western countries—was achieved. And it's 
clear Acheson still is determined to preserve it 
on this issue. Indeed, he said it'had just the 
opposite effect, for the Spanish dictator is now 
more firmly entrenched than ever. 


Acheson pointed out that exchanging am- 


bassadors with recognized governments is usual- 
ly "without political significance." 
In other 


words, it implies neither approval nor disap- 
proval of a regime. The UN decision, he added, 
was a new and unfortunate departure from 
established practice. 


He acknowledged further 
that the move 


actually tended to bewilder the public. It could 
not understand why the U. S. sent no am- 
bassador to Spain, yet did send diplomats to 
Russian-dominated iron curtain countries whose 
governments we oppose outspokenly. Naturally 
there's nothing new in this inconsistency, and 
Acheson's public admission gives it no fresh 
urgency. 


But it does suggest that this nation, wholly 


conscious of the ineffectiveness, of the boycott, 
should do more than just "support" a move to 
kill it. We might well take the lead. 


Meantime, though, there seems no reason for 


getting too worked up over Spain. It has been 
the fashion in the last year or two for Europe- 
bound congressmen to touch Spain as regularly 
as Ted Williams touches first base; and then 
to offer heated comment indicating that every 
day we lack an ambassador there is a day of 
great cost to America. It's hardly that serious. 


We were tardy in admitting our mistake. But 


the government now has confessed its error, 
and the important thing is to get back on a 
saner track by using our powerful influence 
in the UN to wipe out the boycott. 


Just Town Talk 


Cities Might Halt Sex Crimes 
By Adding More Patrolmen 


By Bruce Biossat 


No crimes are more horrifying than sex as- 


saults and murders. Yet it's plain,from accounts 
in the press these days that we aren't making 
enough headway agaiast them. 


From more than a few cities come, reports 


that women are afraid to venture forth onto 
the streets alone at night. Too often the of- 
fenders who viciously strike, them down are not 
caught and punished. 


The experts say many of the nation's growing 


cities simply don't have adequate police forces 
to protect their citizens. In recent decades com- 
munities have been spreading widely, multi- 
plying streets in sprawling confusion. These 
streets should be patroled, but 'rare is the big 
city with sufficient policemen to do the job. 


Philadelphia experimented with a stepped-up 


force in areas prowled by sex offenders and 
other criminals. Crime rates in those zones 
promptly dropped. Unfortunately the city wasn't 
able to boost permanently the number of- police- 
men stationed in danger spots. 


That's the fix most of the,troubled communi- 


ties are in. They need many more policemen 
but can't afford them. If heavier protection is 
a prime immediate answer, then cities would 
seem to have a choice either of imposing extra 
taxes or paring other services. Certainly safe- 
guards against bodily attack are more funda- 
mental than some of the other jobs the cities do. 


Though it crops up in all parts of the coun- 


try, the problem of sex crime is primarily local. 
Federal authorities can't intervene in preven- 
tive or enforcement work within cities. Still the 
government can do something to check these of- 
fenses when the perpetrators travel across state 
lines. 


Congress now has before it a bill by Repre- 


sentative' Chelf, Kentucky Democrat, which 
would empower the federal government to seize 
sex criminals who cross state borders and im- 
prison them for 10 to 20 years. Chelf claims 
the proposal has wide'support. 


Another place where federal authority can 


have useful effect is in postal regulations gov- 
erning the 
distribution of sex publications 


through the mails. There's no excuse whatso- 
ever for letting such "literature" get spread 
around. Crime experts blame this material for 
many sex offenses, especially by younger men. 


If the Justice Department rates the Chelf bill 


useful and workable, it ought to pass. Likewise, 
postal rules should be tightened or better en- 
forced. Anything more government can do to 
check the interstate movement of sex criminals 
should be done. But in the end it i« the eities 
which must stamp out thwe brutal attacks.
